The Lehigh Coal Exchange hasadvanc- 
ed the rates for the next month 35 cents 
per ton.

The Tweed jury came in at half past 
ten, on Friday morning. The foreman 
announced that it was impossible to agree 
and the jury were accordingly discharg¬ 
ed. * 

Judge Davis has declined to order a 
new trial in the case of William M. Tweed, 
owing to a doubt as to whether the pi*es- 
ent term of Oyer and Terminer can con¬ 
tinue, and has left the District Attorney 
to take such further steps as he may think 
proper at the new term. 

Topeka, Kan., Jan. 31.— Senator Pom¬ 
eroy appeared by counsel before Judge 
Norton of the District Court, to-day, and 
waiving an examination, gave $20,000 
bail for his appearance at the June term 
of the court. 

The jury in tho Wharton trial were 
unable to agree, and have been discharg¬ 
ed.
